Offside play a t an opportune m om en t 
wdll frequently win a gam e lf u n d e ­ 
tected by th e referee and should be 
discouraged in a n unm istakable m a n ­ 
ner. 
The old rule, while perhaps a lit­ 
tle harsh, w a s a wonderful preventive 
of foul play.

I in favor of the new regulation Is thnt It 
prevents un u n fiir official from '‘throw ­ 
ing" the game to a team he may favor. 
By calling an offside play at a critical 
stage of a contest, he wmb often able to 
do this. but tn im portant matches the 
Judges of play are Invariably well known 
men whose standing renders them free 
from suspicion,

NICKELS. 
Government employes have just closed 
up accounts for cents and nickels redeem­ 
ed during the fiscal year which ended 
June .'iii and it was found tiiai the month­ 
ly average has been about 500,000 pennies 
and JOO.OOO flv®-c®nt pieces. 
Out of this 
great num ber of small coins, five in every 
hundred have gone to the melting pot at 
the Philadelphia mint, the balance being 
ref tared to circ ulation among tile people. 
The tre asury during the last year m anu­ 
factured 70,611,143 cents and 26,480,21* nick­ 
els. 
Now York State took IU arly 10.000.- 
0*0 of the pennies. Winola about 7,000,000, 
Massachusetts 5,000,000 and Pennsylvania 
4,000,000. 
These are the great cent-using 
states and stand in the same order as to 
consumption of nickels. 
Ten years ago 
pennies were little used in California and 
the south, and were practically unknown 
In Nevada. Wyoming and Arizona, but to­ 
day they circulate everywhere. 
Cents hi,d nickels wear out pretty rap ­ 
idly because they are passing c o n sta n t­ 
ly from hand to hand. arid the immense 
numbers of them that pour into the treas­ 
ury a t W ashington are carefully sorted 
over for the purpose of throwing out those 
which are too much damaged to be fit 
for further use. 
They arrive In bags from banks all 
over i he country, for redemption in more 
convenient money, and tilt* first thing 
to be done is to count them. 
Tills pro­ 
cess is performed by nimble-fingered per­ 
sons, nu ally women, who accomplish the 
task with a rapidity little short of m ar­ 
velous. 
The counters are so expert that 
It is considered no great feat for a woman 
to reckon and do up in bags or cartridges 
50,001 pieces in six hours, incidentally re­ 
jecting every counterfeit, foreign or mu­ 
tilated coir}. 
Cents are subject to more accidents 
than any other coins. 
Being of such 
small value, very little care Is taken of 
them, and th a t is why tile treasury has 
to go on turning out new ones at tile rate 
of 00.000.000 to 80.000,000 per annum . Slot 
machines have greatly Increased the de­ 
mand for these sinai i bronze coins, and 
sa id lo have the penny newspapers and 
the odd prices made popular in dry goods 
shops. 
At the treasu ry they say that the cent 
is a barom eter of business conditions. A 
heavy storm, or a sudden coming of cold 
w e a th e r-anything, in short, th a t keeps 
tile penny-spending part of the population 
at 
home—is accurately reflected in the 
falling off of the cents coming to the sub­ 
treasuries for exchange 
During periods 
of dullness cents accumulate at sub-treas­ 
uries, hut when trade revives they begin 
to circulate rabidly again.

While Agent Richardson was 
at 
the 
house yesterday, Police Officer IG la ap ­ 
peared on the scene and together they 
mude a thorough s arch of the premises 
and found everything to be in a deplor­ 
able condition. 
W hile the police officer and the H u ­ 
m ane Society a g e n t were thus engaged 
the father wus seen coming across a 
vacant lot n ear th e house carry in g a 
box under his arm . 
W hen he reached 
the house he w e n t In, and th e officer 
and Mr. R ich ard so n saw at a glance 
thai: he w as intoxicated and they d e ­ 
cided to place him under art est. 
T h e 
box which he carried 
contained 
a 


bundle of salt fish. which he said he had 
brought home for the children’s 
s u p ­ 
per. 
lie wa* asked where hi* wife was 
and he told the agent that for the past 
several weeks sh* ha* been seriously ill 
and at the present tim e she w as con­ 
fined at a local hospital. 
C ushm an w as sent to th e pol toe s ta ­ 
tion, charged with 
drunkenness, 
and 
the throe children were ta k e n In charge 
by Agent Richardson. 
Before d e p a rt­ 
ing with them he learned th a t an oth er 
of C ash m a n ’s children wits a t a neigh­ 
bor’s house, and upon going there he 
found C hristopher, a little 
chap of six 
years, suffering from tw o ugly looking 
cuts about the chin and lower lip, and 
a badly bruised leg.

house had m ade an a tte m p t to bandage 
the wounds, hut the child w as bleeding J 
freely from 
them. 
Mr. Richardson 
placed him In his ca rria g e w ith the o th ­ 
er children and drove rapidly to the 
E m ergency hospital. 
On the w ay to the hospital the boy 
told Mr Richardson th a t he sustained 
hts injuries yesterday m orn ing while 
in the aet of run nin g aw a y from a t r u ­ 
a n t officer.

T he doctor w onders th a t the 
little chap didn t bleed to death before

lance arrived, Dr. Sullivan found th at 
the little fellow was still un der the in­ 
fluence of the d ru g and ordered him to 
St. Jo h n ’s hospital, w here he was kept 
T he other children were 
afterward removed to the farm .
